Distribution. — Known only from type locality. 

Subspeeiflc characters. — Differs from typical paltescens in its smaller 
size and darker, more plnmbeons color. 

Measurements of tijpe. — ^Ving, PU.o millimeters; tail, 110.5; cnlmen, 
:i<>.5; tarsus, 22.5. 

Remarks. — This form has the bend of the wing and the npjx^r and under 
wing-coverts much paler than the back, but a littledarker and more])lnmb- 
eoiis than in t^^jncal pallesrens. The dark area of head and iu‘ck, as iii 
the latter, merges gradually into tlie color of the body, and has a mixture 
of dark gray feathers scattered through the dusky, especially on toj) of 
head and neck. Goldman collected two of these birds during a brief stop 
at Marraganti in the lowlands, on his out from Alonnt Idrri. 
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
